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The Church Clerk has had many requests for copy from 
its records. Those of its early years, particularly those pages 
given to names of members are badly worn and becoming 
illegible. 

To make a complete roll and preserve for the future has 
been the leading motive in issuing this pamphlet. 

In the historical sketch are records and papers never 
before published: The first meeting of record of the Westerly 
Religions Society in Boscawen; The first Confession of Faith 
and Church Covenant; and Rev. Mr. Price's address at the 
laying of the comer stone of the Meeting House on Corser 
Hill. 

The church roll is the result of much time and labor. 
Those who have kindly aided in its verification have my 
sincere thanks.

From the building of the meeting house in 1791 to 1804 
there is no record of organized effort to sustain preaching. 
The pulpit was pretty constantly supplied by different 
preachers, but the expense was defrayed mostly by pri- 
vate subscriptions. 

The time was past when the town would settle a min- 
ister: many were desirous of adopting some systematic 
method of providing for the preaching of the gospel. 
The result was the organization of the Westerly Religious 
Society in Boscawen. Its spirit and purpose is well 
stated in the preamble of its constitution. 

**We the subscribers, inhabitants of Boscawen, in the 
County of Hillsborough and State of New Hampshire, 
being deeply impressed with the importance of securing to 
ourselves and posterity religious order and the privileges 
of the gospel of which we are at present deprived, and 
sensible that so desirable a blessing cannot be enjoyed in 
the division of the town where we live, aside from our en- 
tering into a social compact, we therefore do agree, and 
by these presents do voluntarily combine ourselves into a 
Religious Society for religious purposes, having ultimately 
in view the settlement of the gospel ministry among us.'* 



WESTERLY RELIGIOUS SOCIETY 



At the adjourned meeting Feb. 23rd the committee re- 
ported that Rev. Mr. Price gave some encouragement 
the people wished to settle him on reasonable terms. 

After voting to form a Society the meeting adjourned 
to the first Monday in March when an organization was 
effected and adjournment made to the 14th. 

At this meeting a constitution was adopted and 85 names 
attached. 

Article 3. Provided that **each member should pay his 
proportion of all money raised according to the valuation 
of polls and estate.*' This method of raising money was 
continued until 1876 when the assessment was omitted 
and contributions solicited, and this plan in various forms 
has been continued until the present time, the society 
being responsible to make good any deficiency. No 
assessment has been needed. 

At the same meeting it was * Voted to make applica- 
tion to the Rev. Mr. Price to serve them as their Min- 
ister.'* And a committee was appointed to confer with him.

At a meeting of the society June 4, it was voted to 
settle the Rev. Mr. Price in the gospel ministry in this 
place, that he may be given $100. as a settlement, and an 
annual salary of $330.

Rev. Mr. Price in his letter accepting the call to the 
society shows the general expectation of the church soon 
to be formeH, referring to certain business conditions he 
writes **These being complied with I should view the way 
clearly opened for me to submit myself when most con- 
venient, to the direction of an ecclesiastical council, here 
to be installed to the pastoral care of the church, when 
gathered, and the society now formed." 

In 1811 the society was incorporated. 



The Second Church of Christ in Boscawen 



The Second Congregational Church in Boscawen was 
organized Sept. 10, 1804, with a membership of nine. 
Benjamin Sweatt, Sarah Sweatt, 

Sarah Call, Edward Gerald, 

Thomas Kilborn, Anna Kilborn, 

Paul Clark, Ezekiel Morse, 

Mary Morse. 

At the meeting for organization. Rev. Ethan Smith 
preached the sermon, and Rev. Dr. Wood offered the con- 
secrating prayer. The first action of the church was in 
choosing Benjamin Sweatt, Moderator, and then unani- 
mously giving the Rev. Ebenezer Price a call to become 
their pastor. Mr. Price accepted the call and was installed 
Sept. 26. 

The churches represented in the council were those at 
Boscawen, Dunbarton, Hopkinton, Salisbury, Tamworth, 
Henniker and Canterbury. Mr. Price served as pastor un- 
til 1837 when at his request he was dismissed and Rev. 
Edward Buxton installed. In 1875 Mr. Buxton tendered 
his resignation. It was not accepted but for nearly one 
year Rev. W. C. Schofield was employed as pulpit supply- 
in connection with his work at Salisbury. Mr. Buxton 
continued the pastorate until Oct. 4, 1883, when he was 
dismissed and Rev. Charles E. Gordon was installed. 

Mr. Gordon resigned in 1891, and the pulpit was supplied 
by Rev. B. S. Gilman until 1892 when Rev. T. S. Lewis 
was installed. Mr. Lewis resigned in 1897. 

Rev. N. J. Robinson was acting pastor until Oct. 15, 
1899. Jan. 1, 1900, the church extended a call to the 
present pastor. Rev. J. Henry Bliss. 



SECOND CHURCH, BOSCAWEN 



During Mr. Price's pastorate of 33 years, 263 were added 
to the church. The largest number received at one time 
was 44 on May 3, 1835. 

During Mr. Buxton's pastorate of 45 years, 170 were add- 
ed to the church roll. 

Mr. Price recorded 197 marriages, 311 baptisms. 

Mr. Buxton recorded 152 marriages, 186 baptisms. 

The forty-fifth anniversary of Mr. Buxton's installation 
was observed by the church and a full record was pub- 
lished.

SECOND CHURCH, BOSCAWEN 



The meetinghouse of 1791 was built by the town. 
The separation of church and state led to complica- 
tions and controversies which resulted in the building of 
this house in 1823. At a society meeting held May 19 
of that year it was voted **to build a meeting house*' 
**that it should stand on Corser Hiir* and a committee of 
11 were chosen **to select a spot and adopt a plan on 
which it should be constructed**

Address of Rev. Ebenezer Price at the 
laying of the Corner Stone. 

My Friends of the Westerly Religious Society and 
all who wish well to the erection of this house. 

This world, with all it contains is perishable. The 
works of both Nature and Art are alike in progress 
toward dissolution 

Of this we are convinced by reverting to the Mon- 
uments of antiquity, superb Palaces, renowned cities and 
to temples consecrated to God, which have been erected 
at incalculable expense and have excited the admiration 
of ages; yet they, thro the lapse of time have been im- 
paired, crumbled, demolished and of all their magnifi- 
cence, wealth and glory nothing survives but the History 
of their rise and fall. 

Where is the glory of Egypt, that land famed for 
learning Phylosophy and the Arts, where Jerusalem the 
city of God, Babylon the great, or Rome the Mistress 
of the world? Of them how little is known? How little 
left except the fragments of fallen greatness? and their 
builders are forgotten. So man dies and the work of 
man's device perishes! 

Conscious of this fact people in all ages have been 
emulous to perpetuate their names and to add a perma- 
nency to their labors especially in Architecture. 

The Stone over which I stand, just laid as the found- 
ation of a house to the Name of the Lord, exhibits the 
common wisdom and desire of man to seek out choice 
stones prepared by the Artists for a foundation; to lay 
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them deep and strong, and attach to them some monu- 
mental token; that when the superstructure shall fail 
even their unborn generations may recognize their An- 
cestry and gratify themselves with a view of the religious 
feelings and designs of their Progenitors. 

The Patriarch Jacob when in vision he saw heaven 
and earth connected by a ladder representing the medi- 
tation of Christ, in holy awe said "This is none other but 
a house of God/* Here he began to build and took a stone 
which had served him as a pillow and set it up and conse- 
crated to his God by an offering; then declared, "This 
stone which I have set up for a pillar shall be God's 
house.*' Gen. 28: 22. 

As to the Origin of religiously laying the principal 
stone in a foundation of the Lord's house and of graving 
them with some appropriate inscription we have no certain 
account — but we have reason to believe that it was prac- 
tised at a very early period of the world. P'or to this 
practise Job seems evidently to allude (Job 18:23) when he 
so ardently denied that his belief in the Messiah as his 
Redeemer might be perpetuated — "O that my words were 
written in a book — that they were graven with an iron pen 
and lead in the rock forever"God himself by the prophet 
Zechariah alludes to the principal stone in the foundation 
of the temple at Jerusalem with its perpetual engraving, 
"For behold the stone that I have laid before Joshua, 
Behold I will engrave the graving thereof* Zech. 3:9. 
This stone in a temple engraved is however spoken of as 
the emblem of Christ the chief corner stone of His 
spiritual temple. 

The stone to be inscribed is the Corner Stone, placed 
on the foundation at the N. East Angle of the building 
forming the two sides. On each face of this stone N. 
and E. an appropriate writing was put in a manner as 
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durable as stone and lead which would transmit to genera- 
tions to come the purport of the inscription. 

This stone is distinguished on account of its place, 
the head of the corner, the first to be laid, unlike every 
other in the foundation the place of every other is governed 
by it: and 'tis distinguished by the information it conveys 
to prosperity; and is called the corner stone, chief corner 
stone, head stone of a corner. 

The stone here placed at the corner of building, es- 
pecially of a house for Divine worship, is an Emblem of 
Christ who is in all these respects the chief corner stone 
in the spiritual temple~the sure foundation-as expressed 
by the Prophet Isiaah, 28: 16: Behold I lay in Zion for a 
foundation a stone, tried stone, a precious corner stone, a 
sure foundation; he that believeth shall not make haste. 

The same is quoted and applied to Christ by Peter 
(I Peter 2: 4.) 

We see then that the very custom, at least from the 
days of Solomon, of religiously placing the first stone in a 
foundation of houses erected for Divine worship, is not 
merely ceremonious, but very significant; expressive of a 
regard for God, a solemn dedication; and the appropriate 
inscription durably put in lead upon the corner stone is a 
pledge of sincerity in the dedication which the builders 
make as well as a testimony to generations unborn that 
God is to be worshipped. 

In the house now rising upon this foundation we 
anticipate the satisfaction and privilege of worshipping our 
God unmolested, we, our children and our children's 
children for many generations. Here we hope from Sab- 
bath to Sabbath to meet with our families and raise our 
prayers and praises to God with the friends of Zion. 
Here we hope to hear from the ambassadors of Christ 
messages of mercy. In this house we hope to see the 
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glory of the Lord in his word, ordinances and in the 
majesty of his Grace; and we pray not one but many of our 
posterity and multitudes of our fellow beings may find 
this the house of God and Gate of Heaven. That we may 
be prepared to take a part with unborn millions, who may 
succeed us, in worshipping God eternally in that Temple 
above made without hands. 

We who now are active in the work of building this 
house will soon sleep in dust, and be forgotten by the 
living, and the house with all the materials placed on this 
foundation will at some distant period decay, and be level- 
ed with the dust. 

In such an event but little may be known of present 
circumstances however interesting to us, yet the inspec- 
tors of the ruins may on the Plate underneath this stone 
find that their Ancestors feared God; — were his worship- 
pers, built this house to his name on this consecrated 
spot: — ^They may know too the very day and interesting 
occasion of our present meeting and become familiar with 
the names of some here present; and have set before them 
the precise time of the existence of the Society, Church, 
Ministry and of the most remarkable outpourings of the 
Holy Spirit for the enlargement of Christ's kingdom. For 
such information lies here deposited for the gratification 
of posterity and a century hence, should no extraordinary 
Providence intercept. And while they read (let the 
thought be impressive) the state of each present on this 
occasion will be unalterably fixed either in happiness or 
woe^ as we shall be found faithful or unfaithful in the im- 
provement of the blessings connected with the erection of 
this house for God. 

To conclude: When God laid the foundations oft he 
world we were not there; but we shall be eye, and in- 
terested witnesses of the final conflagration of all worlds. 
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We did not repair to the Birth Place of the Babe of 
Bethlehem, the incarnate Son, the predicted corner stone 
in the foundation of the Gospel church, combining Jews 
and Gentiles: but e'er long we shall see the completion 
of the Glory of God's spiritual temple and Christ sitting 
as King. 

In a word — Whatever may be our present character, 
or hope or purpose: we must very soon bow in submission 
before the Great Judge of souls, and see the concerns of 
the Universe adjusted and receive our everlasting reward. 

Blessed then is that servant whomsoever his Lord 
cometh shall find watching. Amen. 



Address to the Master Builder. 

Sir: These implements of Architecture I have the 
honor to present to you and through you to the Board of 
Managers, by which you are to square and level and 
plumb the foundation and superstructure of this house 
now building, sacred to the worship of Almighty God. 

On you and your associates devolves the arduous 
task of wisely planning and faithfully executing this 
great work. 

The station you fill is honorable and very highly re- 
sponsible, since to you is confided this vast collection of 
wood, stone and other materials to be disposed of so as to 
answer reasonable expectation in the completion of the 
edifice with the greatest dispatch, and with the least pos- 
sible loss. 

Under your control every workman is placed and by 
you all the concerns of the undertaking are to be directed 
until every part of the design shall be executed. And 
'tis our fervent prayer that a gracious Providence will 
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shield you from every evil, preserve your lives and health 
and enable you to furnish to the Westerly Religious So- 
ciety in Boscawen and to the church in connection a com- 
modious House to the Name of the Lord on this founda- 
tion. 

That when solemnly dedicated it may be filled with 
devout worshippers; and that the Lord from Heaven 
would descend and dwell therein by his spirit of grace, 
saying "This is my habitation; here will I dwell forever 
I have desired it."

One of the conditions of sale was. "it is 
to be distinctly understood by every purchaser of a pew 
that the meeting house shall be forever under the control 
of the Westerly Religious Society and the Second Con- 
gregational Church of Christ in Boscawen: the Church to 
have a negative in the Society in all matters relating to 
the admission of ministers or teachers. 

The house wa« dedicated December 25. No record 
has been found of the exercises that day. 



One Hundredth Anniversary 



Nov. i8, 1903. The church voted that a committee be 
appointed to report at some future meeting, "Whether 
it is advisable to observe the one hundredth anniversary 
of its organization, and if favorable to report how il shall 
be observed."

March 4, 1904, The committee reported as follows; 
"We recommend that the church celebrate its one hun- 
dredth anniversary. That we invite all who have been 
connected with the church, society or Sunday school, all 
former pastors, the Congregational churches in Boscawen 
and Salisbury and the Methodist church in Webster.** 

"That the invitation be issued by the church clerk." 

"That the program be arranged by the pastor, Rev. 
Mr. Bliss.** 

"That a committee of arrangements be chosen with 
power to appoint sub-committees.** 

It was voted to accept and adopt the report and the 
committee reporting be the committee of arrangements. 

In accordance with the vote of March 4, the church 
observed its one hundredth anniversary Sept. 13. In re- 
sponse to the invitation nearly three hundred assembled, 
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many coming from a distance to join in the celebration.

Confession of Faith and Covenant adopted 
by the Church at its organization. 

CONFESSION OF FAITH. 

We believe that there is one only, living and true 
God, subsisting in three persons, the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost; equal in perfection, and the only proper 
object of all religious worship. 

Secondly — That God has made a revelation of his will to 
man, and the holy Scriptures of the old and new Test- 
aments are a record of this revelation, the only rule of 
faith and practice. 

Thirdly — That God is the first cause of all things, and 
disposes of all creatures and events, which ever did, does, 
or will exist, or take place, according to his sovereign 
pleasure. 

Fourthly — That God created man upright in his own 
moral image, and entered into a covenant of life with 
him, upon condition of perfect obedience, forbidding 
him to eat of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil, 
upon the pain of death. 

Fifthly — That our first parents fell from the state where- 
in they were created, by sinning against God; in con- 
sequence of which disobedience, they and all their pos- 
terity, according to the righteous constitution of God, 
fell into a state of sin and misery. By the offense of one. 
judgment came upon all men to condemnation so that 
they have lost the moral image of God, are naturally in- 
disposed, and morally unable to do anything to merit 
the favor of God. 
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Sixthly — ^That God did not leave all mankind to perish 
in this state of sin and misery; but out of his mere good 
pleasure, from eternity, hath chosen or elected some to 
everlasting life, and left others to their own chosen evil 
ways, to work out their own destruction. 

Seventhly — That the Lord Jesus Christ the son of God, 
according to the good pleasure and determination gt God 
the Father and his own free consent, hath undertaken and 
executed the office of a Mediator between God and man, 
that by perfect obedience and the sacrifice of himself he 
hath made a complete atonement for sin, wrought out a 
perfect righteousness, through the application of which all 
who, on the call and encouragement of the Gospel, by a 
true and living faith, receive and rest on Christ for 
righteousness and salvation, are justified and become the 
children of God and heirs of immortal glory. 

Eighthly — That except a man be born again, by the 
special agency of the Holy Ghost, his heart purified by 
faith and sanctified in the whole man, after the moral 
image of God, he is unmeet for and cannot enter the 
kingdom of God. 

Ninthly — That as christians are in duty bound to give all 
diligence to make their calling and election sure, by con- 
stant and persevering exercises of faith repentance and 
obedience to all the gospel requirements; so all believers 
in Christ shall have peace of conscience, joy in the Holy 
Ghost, and by the power and grace of God be kept 
through faith unto eternal life. 

Tenthly— That God hath appointed a day in which he 
will judge the world in righteousness by Christ Jesus; at 
whose last coming there shall be a resurrection of the 
dead, and everyone shall be judged and rewarded accord- 
ing to his doings in his life. **And the wicked shall go 
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away into everlasting punishment, but the righteous into 
life eternal* '. 

Eleventhly — That as Christ, by the Holy Spirit, commun- 
icates himself to true believers, so they, being members 
of the same body, the Church, of which Christ is the 
head, have fellowship one with another. 

Twelfthly— That sincere believers in Christ and none 
others have a right to make a public profession of 
religion, as visible members of the Church of Christ, or 
have a right to the Sacraments of the Gospel, viz. 
Baptism and the Lord's supper; and that no children 
ought to be offered up to God in the ordinance of baptism, 
without one or both of the Parents make visible profession 
of faith in and manifest a readiness to attend upon the 
ordinances and obey the laws of Christ. 

Thirtheenthly — That the door of the church ought to be 
open to such and none but such, as give suitable evidence 
that they are born aLgSLin—And 

Fourteenthly — We believe that Christ hath appointed a 
discipline for his Church; this is the right of Christ alone; 
and that this discipline is nothing more or less than 
carrying into effect the laws of Christ in restraining and 
punishing transgressors. 
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COVENANT. 
We whose names are subscribed, apprehending our- 
selves called by God into a church-state, sensible of our 
undone condition by nature, of the wickedness of our 
hearts and lives and of our moral inability to do anything 
to merit the favor of God, relying on the grace revealed 
and offered in the Gospel, do give up ourselves unre- 
servedly to the everblessed God, and enter into covenant 
with one another. 

As far as we know our own hearts, we personally and 
as a body take the Lord Jehovah, One God, in three 
persons, the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, to be our 
God; God the Father, to be our father, guide and portion; 
God the Son, Our Redeemer and Saviour; and God the 
Holy Ghost our Sanctifier. To this God we give our- 
selves and our seed and all things, depending on the 
merits of Christ alone for deliverance from sin and ad- 
vancement to holiness and eternal blessedness. 

We acknowledge our indispensable obligation to 
glorify God in all the duties of a sober, righteous and 
godly life, particularly in the duties of a Church state, 
walking in all the commandments and ordinances of the 
Lord. 

We conscientiously engage to attend, and endeavor 
to support the public worship of God; a preached word, 
the Sacraments of the New Testament, baptism and the 
Lord's supper, and all the Gospel institutions, in com- 
munion with one another. 

As members, of Christ's visible church, we promise 
watchfully to avoid sinful contention, and stumbling 
blocks, where by our mutual edification may|be obstructed; 
to seek those things which make for peace, kindly ad- 
monishing one another in love, and hereby submitting 
ourselves to the gospel discipline. 
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We engage to maintain daily worship of God in our 
families; to devote our offspring to the Lord, resolving to 
instruct our children and servants in the knowledge of 
the Holy Scriptures, of their hearts and duty, and to 
chastise and govern them according to the direction of 
God*s word; that they by the divine blessing may be the 
Lord's. 

And we promise that we will attend to the duties of 
justice and charity toward our fellow men and exhibit 
love to our neighbors as to ourselves.— And 

As we take the Gospel revelation to be the rule of 
our discipline, so we expect to admit none into the church 
but such as give scriptural evidence of the work of 
sanctifying grace, in a judgement of charity and whose 
lives correspond therewith. 

These things we covenant with God and one another, 
divine grace assisting to fulfill. May the Lord pardon 
all our errors and imperfections, and prepare and 
strengthen us in every good work to do his will; working 
in us that which is well pleasing in his sight; To whom 
be glory majesty and dominion forever — Amen. ' 
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
